One of my first acts after as- 


suming command of all U. S for- 
ces in the Philippines—on March 
21, 1942—was to take personal char- 
ge of my supplies. Aside from the 
pressing problem of food for my 
aclually starving men on Bataan, 
I had to have ammunition of many 
kinds. I especially needed the type 
of 
anti-aircraft

We 
had what was called thc powder- 
train fused ammunition, in which 
the fuse exploded thc shell after 
burning a coil of powder, but thc 
maximum altilude you could get 
oul of lhal type was about 20,000 
feet. 


The other type was mechanically 


fused 
ammunition which had, in 


effect, a set of watchworks in the 
fuse. You could sct Ihose works 
to explode thc shell as high as 
28,000 feet. We had but little of 
this, so immediately afler my ar- 
rival. on The Rock I commenced 
working on General MacArthur and 
thc War .Department • to get 
me 
more of this type,'-\ 


I was able to senS^so'me-of-'.Cbr- 


rejs.i.djOr's j.fpod i 5tock'sV-JoVarMrfi'iiBa>. 
laan. About the middle of 'Feb- 
ruary, MacArthur, looking lo the 
inevitable future, had slocked up 
a fair store of provisions on Thc 
Rock. He had envisioned a last- 
dilch sland on Corregidor by 20,- 
000 men, not the 
11,000 or so I 


had, and cached enough food to 
feed them on half rations until 
July, 1942. 


Beginning with my arrival on Thc 


Rock I began parcelling oul some 
of lhat food lo Bataan. Bul it was 
little more than a crumb for lhal 
70,000 starving men over there. Yet 
the shipments cul inlo Corregi- 
dor's slock lo a point where I fi- 
gured—at thc starl of lhc baltli 
for The Rock—lhal our 11,000 de- 
fenders would consume il - all by 
June 20, 1942, on less than half 
rations. 


I learned shortly after getting to 


Corregidor 
thai there were two 


supply ships in Philippine waters 
loaded with food, gas and oil. The 
food ship was al Ccbu City and 
the fuel ship al Iloilo, on Panay 
1 contacted my officers at those 
islands and asked them to find 
iuter-islancl skippers willing to run 
the gauntlet up to Corregidar. They 
replied 
that there was no way 


of persuading a skipper to do this 
without assurance 
that his ship 


would be proteclcd all Ihe way up 
and back. So 1 asked MacArthur 
by radio to send up a 
squadron 


of bombers lo Mindanao. I planned' 
lo use Ihe remaining motor lorpcdo 
boals to assist, and with them and 
the bombers, attempt to get our 
supplies up lo The Rock. Wilh that 
in mind I sent an air staff officer 
down lo Mindanao lo coordinalc 
thc plan. 


I slill do net know the cause, but 


there was a nerve-wracking delay 
of days and days. In final des- 
peration for food, I lurned lo Capl. 
Kenneth Hoeffel, U, S. N., who lold 
me the Navy had two submarines 
in Philippine waters. 
With Mac- 


Arthur's help I had those sub- 
marines 
put in at Ccbu, unload 


their torpedoes, and fill up with 
U. S. Army rations. Between Ihe 
two of them they could hold 35 
Ions of food. II was less than 
half a day's rations for Balaan, 
bul even lhat would be a God- 
send. 


Even here 
there 
was 
delay; 


delay which saw Balaan come clo- 
ser and closer lo ils fall. 


Bataan worried me greatly. 
1 


had placed Maj. Gen. Edward P. 
King. Jr., in charge of the Luzon 
forces. He was tho senior Ameri- 
can officer on Bataan after I made 
my move. I gave him my old head- 
quarters just north of Mariveles, 
and presented him with my trailer. 
It was not much of a gift, nor 
was his new rolc an enviable one. 
A sword hung over his head and 
over the heads of his 
battered 
men. . .a Jap sword. 


Compared 
to Bataan, 
il was 


peaceful on Corregidor Ihe day I 
reported. For a change, there was 
not a shot being fired. I had not 
been able to rest much for three 
months, and 
1 said 
to myself, 
"Here's where I get some sleep." 


Bul Ihere was nol much chance. 


The scope of the new job took up 
additional hours of paper work. 
My first communique told of a sur- 
prise raid made by a handful of 
American and Filipino troops near 
Zamboanga, on Mindanao and later 
that same day there began a per- 
iod of almost unbearable artillery 
fire against Corregidor. 


The Japs moved u few long- 


range, 105 mm. guns into Cavita, 
our o}d naval base six miles away 
on the south short of Manila Bay.

Hearing is Ihe most commonly 


mpaired of all the senses in man. 
Partial loss of sight is of greater 
concern than partial loss of hear- 
ng, bul hearing loss creates more 
economic waste. The hard of hear- 
ng are often, retiring persons who 
•ried to conceal their handicap. 


Hearing loss is of two types. In 


one, there is .. some interference 
,vith the passage of sound from Ihe 
oulshle through the ear, to that 
part of Ihe hearing appartus which 
records sound. The other 'type oc- 
curs when there is loss of per- 
ception of what is heard. In con- 
Rtruclion deafness, .there may be 
an ' obstruction to the passage of 
sound 
waves through the ear 


canal. 
The drum may be thick- 


ened, scarred or retracted. It is 
surprising how much the drum 
can be changed without inter- 
fering wilh hearing. 
INFECTION IS ONE CAUSE 


An important cause of hearing 


loss 
is infection of the middle

gressional discussion of Ihe alomic 
bomb has reached Ihc 
stage of 
utter confusion. 


This stale, however, is usual in 


the early discussions of any great, 
new and complex question here. It 
stems from an efforl by all sides 
lo explore every possible angle. 


On Ihe alomic bomb this 
has 
happened: 


1. Scientist after scientist testi- 


fied there was no defense against 
the weapon. Then the House Naval 
Committee hinted strongly 
there 
was a defense. Then it said its in- 
formalion was based on previously 
published reports and had not come 
from the navy. 


2. Dozens of demands have been 


voiced for "keeping the secret" of 
the alomic bomb. But most of the 
scientisls agree Ihere is no 
real 
secret, exceol for bils of mechani- 
cal knowledge which any country 
wilh know-how, like Russia, can 
figure oul for ilself in lime. 


3. Several congressional commit- 


tees thought they were besl.quali- 
fied lo study atomic bomb devel- 
opment and reporl on it. Each had 
a different idea of the job to be 
done. 


At such times il is good lo slop 


sniffing around in blind alleys and 
get out where the facls are clear. 
Here are 'some alomic fundamen- 


tals worth keeping in mind as the 
great, debale gradually progresses: 
It is the almost unanimous opin- 


ion of the scientisls who worked on 
il or related projects that the A- 
bomb was a good secret so long 
as it was a complete secret. 


When the firsl one fell on Hiro- 


shima and was announced al Wash- 
inglon, ihe secrel was out. This was 
and is important for two reasons, 
even had Washington never spoken 
another word on the subject: 


1. It proved lhal an atomic bomb 
could be made. That was incentive 
to scienlisls elsewhere lo dig in and 
work hard. 


2. II proved that an atomic bomb 
was even more destructive than had 
been expected. II therefore became 
imperative for other powers to dis- 
cover and produce it. 
But 
United States 
govern- 


the project, did not slop wilh an- 
nouncing the fact of the bomb. The 
government also issued a compre- 
hensive report on its development. 


Competent physicists 
say 
this 


tells a lot of whet an outside scien- 
lisl would need lo know to make a 
bomb. 


President Truman dumped 
the 
whole problem of domestic conlrol 
in the lap of Corgr.ess and said he 
was talking wilh Ihe British 
and 


Canadians abou- international con- 
trols. Later he said he would not 
divulge industrial secrets of 
the 
bomb's manufacture. 


Those same competent physicists 
say that will nol keep the Russians 
or any other great nation from mak- 
ing atomic bombs in three to five 
years. 


Now put those points on the table 


with the rest of the cards. 


No one in Washington thinks se- 


riously that the United States 
is 
going to have a war with any coun- 
try in the next five years. 
The 


critical period will be after 
Ihe 
world has recovered from Ihe wai 
jusl ended. Soy 5 lo 25 years. 


Thus on the best scientific evi- 


dence it r.eems certain thai any na- 
lion capable of fighting the United 
Stales will have alomic bombs by 
Ihe lime il needs them. This seems 
to indicate that among' the most 
serious problems raised by Ihe A- 
bomb are: 


1. How lo reorganize the 
land, 
sea and air forces of the nation to 
meet Ihe new strategic and tactical 
threats of the bomb. 


2. How to re-define Ihe nation's 


'frontiers" for maximum 
protec- 
lion — if any — againsl alomic 
allack. 


3. How lo make more and belter 


A-bombs in line wilh Ihe develop- 
ing policy of peace through power, 
as contrasted with the pre-war pol- 
icy of peace through weakness. 


5. How to develop industrial use 


of atomic energy. This will inevit- 
ably result in new discoveries lhat 
will contribute greatly to military 
uses. 


But all these are subordinate to 


the main problem — how to pre- 
vent another war too terrible to con-

2. Counties are obligaled, under 
the-act lo pay all expenses of the 
congressional primaries, 
whereas 
the expense of other primaries is 
defrayed wilh 
candidates' 
fees. 


(Lawyers question authority of the 
legislature to require counties 
to 
use lax money,-paid by members 
of all parlies presumably,- in such 
a manner, since-the primaries are 
conducted only for members of one 
party.) 
.;. 


3. Information obtained 
by 
a 


Democratic State Committee sub- 
committee indicates that no county 
quorum 
court 
is -appropriating 


money to pay the congressional pri- 
mary expenses. 
(The 
suggestion 
lhat volunteer judges and clerks be 
used, and thai no compensation be 
paid them, is noh regarded as feasi- 
ble because of the possibility of the 
"volunteers" being favorable lo a 
oarlicular canclidale.) Unless 
Ihe 


law was complied with by the coun- 
ties, the primary's-legality might be 
open to question. 


4. Although the act intended lhat 
the preferenlial and final primary 
dales be held with a two-week in- 
terval, it was so written that there 
will be three weeks between the

Gen. Edward P. King, my succes- 
sor as commander of the forces on 
Luzon, had sent his Chief of Staff, 
Brig.

Cqrregidor to tell me that King 
might have to surrender—so great 
was the Jap pressure on our ma- 
terial and starving forces. 


Funk stood before me, in my 


little office in Malinto Tunnel on 
Corrcgidor, that grim afternoon of 
April 7, 1942, waiting for my-ans- 
wer.
